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14th Biennial Convention Theatrical Mechanical Associations 


The fourteenth biennial convention of the The 
atrical Mechanical Associations of the United 
States and Canada will begin in Spokane, Wash., 
on the morning of Suly 7, and will continue until 
Saturday, July 12. The sessions wili be held 
at the Chamber of Commerce Hall, beginning 
at 10 a. m. each day until the final adjourn- 
ment. 

Originally the dates were from July 14 to 19, 
bunt the executive board, upon the advice of 
Grand President J. J. Quigley, decided that it 
would be more convenient for delegates to visit 
Spokane one week earlier, in order that they 
might be able to return to their respectiv homes 
in time to prepare for their theatrical engage- 
ments. As the majority of members are on 
the road the biggest part of the year, this 
change was welcomed by most of the delegates. 
A protest sent out by the president of the Seat- 
tle lodge was given prominence in a theatrical 
paper which takes special delight in printing 
anything the least bit sensational or mendacious, 
but while a comparative negligible number of 
complaints were received by Secretary Robert 
Cc. Newman, general satisfaction at the decision 
of the executive board was voiced by lodges 
thruout the country. In defending the atti- 
tude of the executive board, Mr. Newman sent 
a letter to the aforementioned paper with a 
request that it be given as much prominence as 
the article to which it referred, but this re- 
quest was ignored. For the benefit of its num- 
erous readers, who are members of the Theatri- 
cal Mechanical Association, and will be unable 
to attend the convention, The Billboard prints 
the circular sent ovt by Mr. Budzileni, as well 
as Mr. Newman's letter. 

Mr. Budzileni's protest: 
“Officers and Members of T. M 

No. —. 

“Greeting: 

“We ask you to join us in a protest against 
the actions of the present officers of the The- 
airical Mechanical Associations, in changing the 
date of the Spokane Convention, wherein they 
clearly exceeded their authority, as the date of 
meeting is covered by Article III. of the Consti- 
tution. and same can only be amended at the 
biennial sessions, as covered by Law XI. 

“Many lodges have elected delegates to Spo- 
kane, under the belief that it would be held as 
prescribed in Constitution, who also bear cre- 
dentials to the I. A. T. S. E. Convention, to be 
heid in Seattie July 7, As the Constitution re- 
quires delegates to be elected six months before 
convention, new delegates can not be elected. 
To have both conventions held on the same date 
fn the extreme West will work great harm to 
the attendance in both cities. 

“It is not too late to insist upon the Spokane 
convention being held on date specified on cre- 
dentials. and we ask your lodge to send a letter 
to the Grand Secretary-Treasurer demanding 
that the convention be held on origina! date. 

“We also protest against the attempt at po 
etry in Bro. Newman's circular at our expense. 
Our delegate has not been in Chicago for several 
years, nor did our lodge have any grievance 
whatever. We believe that the T. M. A.’'s 
stand for Charity, Benevolence and Fidelity, and 
that our convention is held to endeavor to 
promulgate these virtues among the theatrical 
profession as far as possible, and not as a means 
of making a wild scramble for office on the part 
of certain individuals. Nor did we ever imagine 
that any grand officer would go so far as to 
deliberately insult the entire personnel of our 
lodge as a cover for political juggling. 

“*We belleve that any grand officer, who really 
bas the good and welfare of our organization at 
heart, should endeavor to have as large and 
representative a convention as possible. and not 
attempt to bar the attendance of delegates 
from some of the smaller lodges. In fact, ws 
believe that any grand officer who is guilty of 
such action, is no longer worthy of our support 
and esteem and should not be further honored 
with an office, ‘ 

“We can not believe that the entire executive 
board is responsible for the wil- 
fully slandering nor do we believe they are 
all parties to the direct violation of our grand 
lodge laws, and we certainly do not think that

“It is stated in the circular that our ex- 
ecutive has not the power to change the date 
of the convention, If that be true, it can also 
be applied to the executive of the I. A. T. S, E., 
as I find on page 142 of the proceedings of the 
last convention of the I. A. T. S. B., held in 
the city of Peoria, Il!., the following: Second 
ballot—Seattle, Wash., 134 votes; Cleveland, 
Ohio, 122 votes, The chair declared the city

“Section 1, article 6, page 12 of our constitu- 
tion, states among other things referring to the 
grand president: ‘He shall have general super- 
intendence of the order.’ in view of this section 
1 believe that if, in his (the grand president's) 
opinion any clause should be set aside for the 
good and welfare of the order, he has a perfect 
right to refer the matter to the grand executive 
board as per section 3, article 11, Page 19, and 
they must act thereon, and which course was 
taken. 

“The circular which you published was not an 
official circular from Seattle Lodge for the 
reason that it comes from the president and 
not the secretary, Consequently it is merely the 
protest of an individual member, The secretary 
must sign al! official lodge correspondence and 
documents. 

“As to the desire to remove members from 
office because the brother is offended at them, 
that is the right of the delegates. The officers, 
one and all have discharged their duties faith- 
faithfully, fearlessly and honestly, wherefore 
they have nothing to be ashamed of, and can 
step down and out with a clean record, shoula 
it be the pleasure of the grand lodge to retire 
any ove or all of them. 

“If Seattle Lodge has authorized the circular 
sent out its president, let me say tha¢ it 
should have been the very last lodge to have 
taken such a step, for reasons best known to 
some of their members and myself. However, 
there are only two protests in, and one is from 
a lodge, the other is that which I received by 
night message from the president of the Seat- 
tle Lodge. 

“In conclusion I will say that if I am called 
upon to prove every statement contained herein 
and should fail in any one of them, I wiil re- 
sign my office at once. The challenge must be 
upon the floor of grand lodge.

THE ORIENT 


Monte Wilks, Who Made a Thoro Trip Thru Far East, Tells 
of His Experiences and Offers Some Very Important 
Suggestions to Artists Contemplating a Tour of 
China, Japan and Other Eastern Points 


Editor The Billboard, Cincinnati, 


Dear Sir:—We are in receipt of a number 
of letters from various performers asking for 
information concerning the Orient and the man- 
ner in which the various amusements are 
conducted in those countries. 

It would take up too much time to answer 
each one of them individually, and for their 
benefit, and the benefit of any artists who may 
be contemplating such a trip, we are asking 
you to kindly publish this letter. 

In the first place, it would be advisable for 
4ll performers to secure contracts before sail- 
ing, owing to the fact that so many «nglish 
and Australian performers are bookt there. 
While there are a number. of cases of per- 
formers going into the different countries of the 
Orient to play independent and getting the 
work, yet there might come a time when all 
the houses would be bookt up, and the vUrient 
is a bud place to be stranded in. It would 
be weil to write to the following managers, 
who will book independent acts, asking for 


time:

There are a number of others who will also 
play acts at certain seasons of the year. 

There is always work for the right kind of 
acts, especially American, as they are very 
fend of American performers. 

The best route to take is to start from San 
Francisco and play Honolulu if possible; then 
te Japan, with China, Siam and Saigon, Vochin, 
China, in the order named. Then to Singapore 
and on thru the Federated Malay States and 
finish in Manilia. While in these countries it 
would be advisable to write for the Australian 
time and if able to get bookings, to go there 
from Manila, and close in Wellington, New 
Zaland. That makes a big run and at the 
same time is practically a trip around the 
world. 

Now in regards to salary. Ask for your 
salary in gold; if they make you an offer see 
that it states In gold, as the money used is 
English and Mexican. An offer of $150 Mex, 
only means $75 in our money. This is im- 
portant, so don’t fail when writing to state 
thet your salary is to be gold; also ask for 
transportation both ways. 

Now the question of hotels. You can find 
a hotel that caters to performers in every large 
city. One can not speak too highly of the 
treatment a guest receives at the Savoy in 
Shanghai, The Grand in Hong Kong, Hotel 
De Europe in Siam, or, in fact, at any of them. 

The question of health is an important one, 
and every performer who goes over there should 
be vaccinated as soon as possible. It ig also 
advisable to exercise extreme care in what 
you eat, and to see that any and all vegetables 
are well cookt before eating same. This ap- 
plies to any and all parts of the Orient and 
adjacent countries. 

Regarmiing the shows, the performance is 
divided into two parts, first and second. Yeu 
work in’ both parts and must put on a different 
act in each part. If you are doing a novelty 
act, you are only expected to work in the last 
half. Yon are expected to change your act 
at least once a week during your engagement, 
and if it is a singing act, to change your 
numbers twice a week. The musicians are 
chiefly Phillipincs and are capable of playing 
anything from rag to grand opera. 

In reference to the managers, will say that 
never since we have been in the show business 
have we received more courteous treatment 
than we experienced at the hands of Messrs. 
Ertzburg and Popovitch, of the Apollo Theater, 
Shanghai. They both tried their level best 
to make things pleasant for us and we never 
had to wait for salary, it was there on the 
dot. This also applies to each and every man- 
ager we workt for. 

The matter of dress is an important one. It 
is advisable to get plenty of white clothes, but

it ig best to get them over there, as they are 
much cheaper. The laundy charges for same 
are also very cheap, namely, $2 gold per hun- 
dred pieces. 

The cost of living at hotels is about $70 per 
month for two. A good Chinese servant (almost 
every European has one) costs from four to 
five dollars per month gold. It is advisable to 
get a servant as it is the cheapest in the

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ENGLISH CONTRACTS 
AND BOOKINGS 


Sam J. Curtis & Company Presenting The Session At 
School, a Vaudevil Skit, Is Cancelled By Variety 
Theaters Controlling Co. While Playing South- 
end, England—Case To Be Given V. A. F. 


While the remarkable experience of Sam J. 
Curtis & Co., encountered recently at Southend, 
while playing for the Varlety Theatres Con- 
trolling Co., does not in any moasure reflect 
upon his professional standing at home, it 
most certainly has bad an unpleasant effect 
upon his impressions of the much-vaunted Eng- 
lish contract, 


Following up the brief cable reference to 
the incident, it may be timely to explain in 
more detail just now how it came about that 
an act with a contract, signed, sealed and cer- 
tified, was canceled in the middle of the week 
with mo more explanation than that the act had 
been misrepresented. 

Barney Myers has ‘‘handled’’ Curtis and his 
act for years. The Session at School had been 
playing wherever the opportunity presented it- 
seif in America. Deciding to come to England 
as an experiment, Curtis secored thru the agen- 
cy of Myers, a four weeks’ contract with the 
Variety Theatres Controlling Co., and opened 
in Liverpool, where the act played its full week 


without any untoward incident resulting. 
Southend was the second week of the con- 
tracted month, and Curtis played until the 


“first house."" Wednesday evening. 

Certain directors of the Controlling Co. then 
attended the performance and saw Curtlg for 
the first time. They canceled him immediately, 
Bot permitting him to play the ‘‘second house"’ 
of the customary two shows a night. The In- 
formation was briefly conveyed and Curtis found 
himself the object of an agitation which prom- 
ises to create no end of discussion over here, 
with legal complicationg surely attending. 

Curtis is a member of the White Rats in 
good standing. That order is interchangeably 
affiliated with the Variety Artists’ Federation 
on this side, and to the V. A. F. Curtis imme- 
diately went with his claim. The matter is 
in atjndication as this Is being typewritten and 
may be settled in some way in time to cable 
the result before this matter gets into print. 

Whether or not, however, Curtis and the Con- 
trolling Co. reach an agreement, the hitherto 
anprecedented cancelation of a contract by an 
Bng ish vaudev'!] comporation makes the story 
worth the space it shall occupy. And incident- 
ally. a lesson is brought hame to the American 
artist which bas previously been expounded in 
this correspondence: Don't come here unless 
you have a suitable act. 

In the opinion of this writer, voiced simplr 
as a conclusion deduced from observation, the 
trouble with the Ourtis act is simply {ts con 
Struction. The English school room t{s differ- 
ent from the Americar school room. The cus- 
tome of the two countries differ in so many 
things that the American artist must exercise 
the greatest care in selecting material and the 
methods of its presentation. 

The “low comedy"’ of the Curtis act presents 
characters that do not exist in England, that an 
English audience know absolutely nothing about. 
Indeed, the types depicted do not exist In Amer- 
{ean schools, but are broad comedy exaggera- 
tions drawn for langhing purposes only. But 
the Bnglish sudience knows nothing of these 
things, and, furthermore, are not generally in- 
clined to take a course of instruction to gain 


an appreciation of new theatrical types and 
ideas of entertainment. 
Therefore Curtis, artist tho he undoubtedly 


is, brought his wares to a market utterly un- 
Prepared to receive them. And so It has been 
with other first-class American acts: condi- 
tions here are such that only acts of direct, sim- 
ple and broadly general appeal can gain success. 
Failure is sure to follow acts unsulted to pre- 
sentation here. There is no possible way out of 
it. 

Concerning the experiences of the average 
American act that has come here on limited 
contracts, “‘made good."’ and bave sought ex- 
tension of time the result has been almost unan- 
Imonsiy identical. The act fs bookt befere it 
reaches England for a definite number of weeks. 
For Instance, let us say four. Their contracts 
are certified, they open, score a success with 
the audience, and have every reason to feel that 
their pathway is smooth and that they have 
easy sledding to an extension of thelr time, 
and, ultimately, to a regular route, 

The managers meet their advances with an 
offer to play them further at a cut in the eal- 
ary for which they originally opened in Eng- 
land. Presumably in the thought that the act 
in here and may be, therefore susceptible to a 
decrease In salary rather than go home with- 
out playing more than {ts original tine, the 
cut in salary is the Initial method of manage- 


rial proceedure. Sometimes the act accepts 
the cut, sometimes they refuse and go home 
without playing any further time, and some- 
times acts are never approached for any ex- 
tension of their sojourn. 

The foregoing is written upon the testimony 
of scores of American artists. The question of 
salary is the rock upon which they split. It 
has been only in rare instances where an act 
has been given further time at an increase, and 
acts which go along the route at the same 
money they contracted for when first appear- 
in England are not conspicuonsly numerous. It 
is a matter of business with the manager, just 
as it ig a matter of business with the artist. 

Citation of known instances would tend to no 
good purpose. The facts may be accepted as 
facts without individualizing. The American 
artist is perfectly at liberty to believe or dis- 
belleve—but the test of the pudding is in the 
eating. Repeatedly has the warning gone forth: 
“Don’t come unless you have a contract, or

The American act that waits until it 
reaches England to secure bookings, is decidedly 
“up against it,"’ and is doomed to long wait- 
ing, nerve-testing disappointments, and in nine 
instances out of ten, ultimate failure. 

Nobody can appreciate how broad the Atlantic 
Oecan is until it stretches between The Lizard 
and the Statue of Liberty.

But it will always 
and forever be a foolhardy undertaking to 
cross the Pond ‘‘on spec,"* unless the bank-roll 
is plethoric and the passenger ig willing to 
charge off the voyage to pleasure travel.

With the exception of Friday night, we were 
working all the time. Our salary is $200 or- 
dinarily (this is a three act) but were glad 
to accept single nights, even out in the sub- 
urbs, at eight and ten dollars, and pay our 
baggage transfer. Conditions are really dis- 
couraging and no matter how popular the 
artist or act offered the booking agent may be, 
he’s listed in rotation and maybe he will re 
celve a night’s work once a week. My advice 
to brother and sister artists in vaudevil Is 
‘Stay away from St. Louis at this time.’ *’

MUSIC COMMISSION? 


Billboard’s Music Scribe Gets a Brilliant Idea Which If 
Pat Into Effect Would Abolish (?) a Great Evil— 
Music Publishers Invited To Try Out the 
Scheme, As It Costs Nothing 


New York, June 25 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Uniess some sort of national commission in 
music is formed, similar to the national com- 
mission of the baseball world, there will be 
mighty wild doings in the neighborhood where 
melody is judged according to the presence of 
discord, before the autumn leaves begin to fall. 

For most publishers agree that something will 
have to be done-—-and done soon-—to prevent the 
habit of ‘‘stealing’’ valuable employees. Just 
as soon as a publisher turns a crude assistant 
into a genius, and while he is still chuckling 
with satisfaction over the wonderful judgment 
shown in not raising the salary of the aforesaid 
genius ‘‘so as you could notice it,’’ along comes 
a rival publisher, who offers the valuable man 
a fabulous salary for the simple operation of 
changing abiding places. 

In former years, the trouble centered only in 
the fate of writers. The demand for clever 
eong writers has always exceeded the supply. 
and it was only natura! that rival houses would 
pounce upon good men that showed promise of 
*‘future-great’’ material. But long contracts 
and the unwritten law of giving successful writ- 
ers any amounts of money within reason, while 
bits were produced, despite the amounts called 
for in the contracts, did much to relieve this 
condition. 

But today some firms deliberately plan the 
undoing of rival organizations by carefully 
scheming to take away every valuable man on 
the payroll. Publishers can not be blamed for 
besitating to advance contracts to all employees, 
when the manner ip which confident writers 
abuse contracts and get strange fits of ennul 
after contract negotiations have been entered 
upon is remembered. The stenografer under 
contract would chew gum more languidly than 
ever and baughtily refer to her ‘contract 
rights"’ when she'd feel inclined to reduce the 
amount of effort accorded ber work. The office 
boy under contract would become quite unbear- 
able. Without contracts these employees are 
humble enuf and do their work in a fairly satis- 
factory manner. 


But envious rival concerns do not like to view 
an air of peace in the enemies camp. So, not 
content with taking away choice writers and 
boosters, even office boys and stenografers are 
offered positions carry flattering advances over 
the current salaries, in the diabolical endeavor 
to weaken the enemy's staff. 

One publishing house was started recently with 
the two star “‘boosters’’ of another concern at 
the head. When its doors opened to the public, 

<e two “boosters’’ were re-enforced by a 
background of two stenografers, a stock boy 
and a group of miscellaneous employees al! 
Previously listed on the payroll of the parent 
concern. 

One professional manager confided in your 
bumble correspondent, and declared that his 
entire staff of boosters had been summoned by 
a certain music publisher, and that each man 
Was offered a better position; that is, a position 
paying more money. This manager vowed ven- 
geance, and declared his intention of taking 
away the meddling publisher's best writer, 
irrespectiv of the cost, by way of retaliation. 

This condition is highly enjoyed by employees. 


Many of them practically ignore their employ 
ers’ Instructions, confident that, In case of fric- 
tion, a new job can readily be secured within 


a stone's throw of the concerns favored by their 
services. There is no such thing as a ‘“‘black- 
list’’ In Publisher's Row. The more obnoxious 
an employee has made himself to a rival con- 
cern, the more anxious is some pet enemy to 
place him upon his payroll, knowing that by 6o 
doing be wil) spite the hated rival, Let a man 
Ket discharged for calling his employer some 
such complimentary pet-name as  ‘‘crook,"’ 
“echeat,’’ ete., and a line-up of rival publishers 
will implore him to enter their service. For, 
while heartily agreeing with the descriptiv term 
used by the employee, the rival publishers forget 
that the man who used the expression might 
resort to the same frase in describing the 
“tlekled” publisher at a later date. 

Bot, pleasant as this condition is for the 
employee, it is, in a like degree, unpleasant 
for the employer. The average employer hasn't 
the silghtest idea how long he will keep an 
employee. And it is usually the fellow who has 
enjoyed his confidence most that ‘‘falls’’ first 
for the offers of a rival concern. 

That's why the publishers, in a apirit of self- 
Preservation, are beginning to ‘‘wake-up."’ The 
exceptionally keen competition in belp-gathering 
has ralsed salaries ‘‘sky-high,”, and, at the 


same time, materially lowered the standard of 
efictency, 


A publishers’ commission seems to be the 
only remedy conceivable. If baseball leagues 
needed it, where only ball-players were at stake, 
publishers, with all their employees jeopardized, 
certainly find a commission far more necessary. 
But when the fate of publishers’ protectiv 
organizations is borne in mind, little confidence 
conld be placed in a commission organized to 
insure mutual protection from ‘‘help-grabbers.’’

No ulterior influences 
dictate the critical balance maintain, 
ed, and performers are assured that 
the favorable or unfavorable judg- 
ments do not rest directly or indirect- 
ly upon advertising considerations. 


HAPPY LITTLE COUNTRY GIRL—By Irving 
Berlin. A song that exhales a purity of sub- 
ject-matter and handling in every line. When 
the famous writer conceived of When I Lost 
You, wiseacres realized the versatility behind his 
pen. Each succeeding number seems to show 
a different fase of this versatility. The one 
we are considering tells of a little farm girl, 
who lives, as the writer eloquently explains, 
“‘where nature’s arm wraps around her all day.”’ 
Her regular habits are reflected in her bright 
eyes, and she heartily enjoys most innocent 
pleasures. The chorus explains that this girl 
is ‘‘much too good for any Duke or Earl;'’ that 
her dress is bewitchingly simple; that her 
“Rueben lover loves her’’ most devotedly. 
Nearly all Berlin songs possess good punch-lines. 
This is no exception. Reuben ‘‘doesn’t taste a 
drug store on her ruby lips” forms a mighty 
clever climax line for this exceptionally clever, 
little song. The second verse poetically de- 
scribes the effect the little country gir! has on 
all animate objects about her. Almost any kind 
of a singing act may use this number, and the 
variety of ways in which it can be used is 
astonishing. (Waterson, Berlin & Snyder, pub.) 


YE MIGHTY DOLLAR—Words by 0. S. 
Matthews; music by Henry Wehrmann. A mock 
ballad built upon a theme no longer novel—the 
worderful power of the almighty dollar. The 
3-4 verse switches suddenly into a 2-4 chorus, 
and the words go thru a similar change of senti- 
ment, as the outburst of enthusiasm reaches its 
climax. The song contains many ‘‘impossible’’ 
lines that sadly react against the humorous 
qualifications of the words. The general gram- 
matical construction is along the serious, old 
English style, with slang interpolations here 
and there, (all properly quoted, of course), pro- 
ducing an indescribable jumble of sentiment and 
expression. In order to make the rhymes true, 
not only words which were never used in a song 
before, but also some which were never used 
anywhere before are flung int» the mill of this 
most peculiar make-up. The chorus ends very 
abruptly and in an indescribably mediocre man- 
ner. (O. S. Matthews, pub.) 


MY SPANISH ROSE—By Streeter Blair. Sim- 
ply a lyric, utterly devoid of intelligent theme, 
sequence or any of the other things in which 
lyrics abound, united to a mediocre melody. 
Simply tells that bouquets from Italy, wreaths 
from Germany, etc., etc., thru other flowers 
from other countries, never ‘‘entranced,”’ etc., 
etc., like My Spanish Rose. (H. Kirkus Dugdale 
Co., pub.) 


WHEN YOU PLAY IN THE GAME OF LOVE 
—Words by Joe Goodwin; music by Al. Pian- 
tadosi. A song with a good idea that falls 
short in the handling. Al. Piantadosi evidently 
prepared his very impressiv waltz melody first, 
and askt his side-kicker to “put up a set of 
words.’’ There is absolutely no connection be- 
tween the verses and the chorus of this song. 
Joe Goodwin has written some very pretty 
songs in a light, filosofical vein. In this one 
he maintaims the filosofy very nicely, but loses 
sight of coherence entirely. After arguing very 
nicely, though somewhat obviously, that a ship 
wouldn't be in danger if it never went to sea, 
but ships were meant to sail; that hearts would 
never break, if they never were in love, but 
each heart ultimately learns to love; then he 
states that a girl and boy complete the joy 
“that life was meant to bear,’’ but that each 
must pay ‘“‘their,’’ (how about your grammar, 
Joe?) share of the penalties. After this comes 
the chorus, the central idea of which is found 
in the climax line; ‘‘Sometimes you're glad, 
sometimes you're sad, when you play in the 
game of love.’’ The second verse, while con- 
tinuing in the vein of the first, ends with the 


exceptionally obvious expression of thought: 
“‘When there's nothing to remember, there is 
nothing to forget.’’ The intense earnestness of 
the chorus, united with its great simplicity, is 


the best argument in favor of the song, and, 
perhaps, performers will forgive the rather 
weighty verses on that score. Certain it ‘s that 
the melody is pretty enuf to carry the song 
along to some degree of success. Undoubtedly, 
ballad acts that have used other Feist numbers 
with success will find room for this one. (Leo 
Feist, pub.) 


COME HOME, HONEY, AND YOU'LL FIND 
ME WAITING—Words and music by Eli Daw- 
son. A chop-meter song of sentiment. The 
whole conception is very long drawn-out, but 
this is partly due to the very long introduction.

ADVERTISING SWINDLERS. 


Have you noticed that there aren't any of 
the little petty larceny swindling ads in The Bill- 
board that other papers are full of? 

Have you noticed that there are no consump- 
tlon cures, cancer cures and kidney cures ex- 
ploited in our columne? Do you know why? 

It is because each is a fake, and we wil! not 
have our readers gulled and deceived. 

No, we are not aping Colliers. We see no 
reason why laxativs, salves and simples should 
not be exploited. A Red Raven Split, Hawthorn 
Water, Plut or West Baden Sprude!l are all good 
in their way, but even this business we do not 
court, because it is not specially germane to 
our class. : 

Proprietors of patent medicines of any kind 
may advertise them wholesale to medicine shows 
in our columns, provided they don’t say anything 
about their curativ powers, and this business we 
do not court either, but we will take it because 
it is of special interest to a class that we serve, 
and we do not deceive or abet others in deceiv 
ing sald class. 

We don’t take loan shark, skin mining stock, 
skin oil stock, fake agents wanted or any bus!- 
ness whatever in which the advertiser seeks to 
take advantage of the faith and confidence of 
our readers. 

We are trying to weed out sharpers of every 
kind. One has to be on the watch constantly, 
too. In 1912 we spotted and turned down over 
$20,000 worth of this business. For 1913 our 
record will be very nearly $30,000. 

In a recent issue of the Cincinnati Times- 
Star, J. M. Allison says: 

“One of the many contemptible little swindles 
along Broadway is in a fair way to be abruptiy 
stopped, thru the arrest of the ‘president’ of 
a ‘music publishing house,’ for fraudulent use 
of the mails. There are a dozen more establish- 
ments of the same ilk that will go out of busi- 
ness promptly now that the attention of the 
Federal authorities has been definitely directed 
toward their operations. These ‘publishers’ insert 
in out-of-town newspapers and periodicals, ad- 
vertisements which read like this: 


SONG POEMS WANTED-—-We publish acceptable 
manuscripts on liberal royalties. Write for 
free booklet. 


“Any manuscript that sent in is ‘acceptable’ 
if the author is willing to pay $21 for the frst 
hundred copies. The author usually is willing 
because he is anxious to have his song published, 
and the worse it Is the better he thinks it is. 
Besides, a very professional and business-like 
letter informs him that the purchase by the 
author of the first hundred copies is customary. 
The ‘publishing house’ then turns out one hun- 
dred copies of the seng by the cheapest process 
possible, setting the words to any tuneless musi- 
cal crime that can be most easily written down 
by one of the ‘firm,’ and that ends the trans- 
action. There is a profit of about $12.00 in 
each of these petty swindles, and each ‘pub- 
lisher’ who has got his business going properly, 
perpetrates eight er ten a week. 

“The attention of the Federa! authorities 
might well be given next to some of the ‘play- 
brokers’ along Broadway. There are one or two 
combinations of burglars sailing under the ‘play- 
broker’ banner, which manage to squeeze from 
fifty to a hundred dollars out of every ‘author’ 
who sends in a play manuscript for their ‘free 
advice and assistance.’ And the more hopeless 
the manuscript, the more certain the fate of the 
victim. There is no ‘come-on’ in all suckerdom 
who is quite so easy, quite so certain of his 
eall to early and stupendous Wealth, as the man 
from the backwoods who has laboriously con- 
cocted some impossible product which he calls 
a play.”’ 

To our way of thinking, procedure of that 
sort only goes half far enuf. Government officers 
ought to go further and let their hands fall 
heavily on the papers that print the advertise- 
ments of these swindlers. The papers know nine 
times out of ten that the ad is that of a 
swindler when they accept it, and in the tenth 
ease they could find out by slight expenditure 
of time In Inquiry. Dally papers are the worst 
offenders. Many of them are nothing but part 
ners of swindlers—dividing the loot with them 
openly and defiantly. 

They say ‘“‘we did not know.”’ They le when 
they say it—they le in thelr throats. But they 
are a power to be reckoned with, and your 
government official being a politician, not only 
lets them go free, but continues to ald them by 
giving them a specia) rate in the mails. 

The much vaunted slogan of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs at Baltimore—‘‘Truth in Ad- 
vertising,’’ was the biggest bluff and hollowest 
pretense ever pulled by any association of men 
in America. 

If the leaders of this bunch were not a lot of 
rabbits, with the hearts of mice, they wouldn't 
megafone from pulpits and preach from house 
tops, assuming virtues which, however much 
they long for, they do not possess, BUT THEY 
WOULD DO SOMETHING. They would throw 
out the agents of thieves in their organization 
even if it did weaken it—and it would—like 
Sam Hill, too. 

We can not understand why papers cling to 
this dirty business. It pays to discard it—pays 
big-—pays over and over again. 

And the satisfaction of being on the square 
with your readers is worth more than the very 
Mittle money lost while changing from the old 
order to the new.

Boston, Mass., June 25 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—While on its way from Boston to Lynv 
yesterday, Miller Bros. and Arlington’s 101 
Ranch Wild West Show had three coaches de- 
railed on a cross-over near East Somerville, in 
juring three employes and scaring about 200 
performers. Two of the injured were George 
Hutchinson and Thomas Atkinson, both of whom 
be taken to the Massachusetts General Hos 
pital. 

The first section containing the horses and 
other animals reached Lynn safely, but as the 
second section was entering the Boston and 
Maine tracks at the cross-over on the Bastern 
Division, three of the middle cars, carrying 
wagons, tents and other equipment, turned 
over. 

Fortunately the sleepers containing the 200 
performers and other employes of the show were 
ahead of the coaches that were derailed, and 
these went on to Lynn and gave a parade and 
two performances in spite of the accident.

The Stampede was promoted and desicned last 
year by Guy Weadick, prominent in Wild West 
circles, and well known to Billboard readers, as 
a publicity feature to exploit Calgary, Alberta, 
Canada, in particular, and the Northwest in 
general, securing the financial backing of four 
of Calgary’s leading citizens and old-time cow- 
men, without asking any financial aid or grants, 
either from the city as a municipality or any of 
its commercial interests. The entire expense 
was borne by these four public-spirited citizens, 
who wished to advertise their country, and at the 
same time have a meeting of all the old-timers 
who had helped to make the West as it is to- 
day. The celebration was conceded to be the 
greatest event of its kind that the West has 
ever seen, and the experience proved the worth 
of every claim made for this unique competi- 
tion. 

To The Stampede come the champion cowboys, 
cowgirls, ropers, riders, vaqueros and cattle men 
from all over the North American Continent, not 
only cowpunchers from the range, but also the 
leading ropers and trick riders from all of the 
leading Wild West Shows, bringing together a 
notable glaxy of from two to five hundred con- 
testants, each one a champion in his own lo- 
eality. 

To prove the mettle of these men and women, 
a remarkable herd of outlaw bucking horses, 
unridden bronchos, wild long-horned Texas and 
Mexican steers are secured from all parts of the 
United States and Canada, and when the arena 
for The Stampede is opened, there will begin 
the shrewdest and most remarkable tournament 
of skill, strength, grit and endurance that the 
world has ever seen. Besides gold medals, 
championship belts, boots, saddles, chaps, bits, 
spurs, ete., twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) 
in cash prizes will be distributed among the 
winning contestants, making the largest prize 
purses ever offered anywhere for events of this 
character. There is no doubt but that these 
purses will be paid. They were paid as well as 
advertised at Calgary last year, and the entire 
amount of the prize list has already been de- 
posited at the Dominion Bank, Winnipeg, await- 
ing the decision of the judges. 

The Stampede at Calgary, Canada, last season 
Was the greatest event that Western City ever 
saw. It brought over ninety-five thousand out- 
side visitors from Canada, the Western States 
and far South, and special pullman trains and 
special cars were run to The Stampede from as 
far as Chicaco, New York, El Paso, Texas: 
Cheyenne, Wyoming; Pendleton, Oregon, and 
Montreal, Canada. 

Owing to the fact that it draws the world’s 
champions in their lines from their various daily 
calling, it is obvious that such an event as The 
Stampede can not be put on at various places 
or in the same manner as an ordinary show, 
and for that reason no real counterpart of The 
Stampede is to be found.

The Stampede owes it promotion and organiza- 
tion to Guy Weadick, who probably enjoys the 
largest personal acquaintance of cowboys and 
cowgirls in the game He has also been with 
all the leading Wild West Shows, and for sev- 
eral seasons was in vandevil with his own West 
ern act, both in the United States and Europe 
He knows contestants and thebr eways. He 
demonstrated last year at Calgary that he knew

The portable roller rink {is coming to the 
front very fast, and they being so very simple 
and rigid in construction and easy to handle, will 
create a great demand for them in the near 
future. There are hundreds of good, live towns 
which have no rink and are not going to have 
one, owing to the high cost of materials and 
labor, and due to the fact that promoters do not 
look upon rinks as being a permanent proposi- 
tion, and they may be right so far as a great 
Many towns are concerned. A permanent build- 
ing, suitable for a rink, would cost quite a sum 
of money, and they believe that after two or 
three seasons the investment would be a dead 
one. With a portable rink, one can get the 
“long prices,’’ reap the harvest, and after you 
have skimmed the ‘“‘cream’’ and the business 
lags, fold your tent and quietly move to new 
pastures and begin the harvest clean-up all over 
again.

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LONDON NEWS LETTER 


The proposed celebration of the Fourth of July 
by American artists then in England gives 
promise of successful consummation. On Junt 
12 a preliminary meeting was held in the London 
office of The Billboard, and another meeting is 
set for the same place June 19. As the ‘‘Glor- 
jous Fourth’’ falls on Friday and some of the 
Americans are employed at the Hippodrome, 
where daily matinees rule, it has been proposed 
to select Sunday, July 6, as the date of the 
field-day, baseball game and general outing in 
Epping Forest, one of the most beautiful vistas 
of verdant foliage, meadows and natural attrac 
tions to be found anywhere. In later issues of 
The Billboard reports will be made of the an- 
ticipated program of events. There will be some 
novelties and surprises for everybody interested, 
it is now assured. 

Edmond Hayes finally conquered his Englizh 
reverses at the Hippodrome, Portsmouth, where 
he presented The Wise Gry, June 16. The re 
ports say that the sketch was a ‘‘scream,’’ due 
not alone to the clever work of Hayes and his 
English supporting company, but to the fact 
that the style of comedy was more easily un- 
derstood than was his Piano Mover. The Yankee 
has fought professional reverses here with in- 
domitable viger and seems to have won out, 
hands down.

In this opinion if 
they will present their old act. On Guard, they 
will succeed. If they present any other act 
fae way will te hard for them as the Englisn 
mablic know nothing of the ‘‘quiet nigger’’ as 
Aepicted by McIntyre and have not even the 
faintest idea of types and incidents they pre 
sent in The Georgia Minstrel and their other 
acts. This may or may not be worth putting 
on record as a matter of personal opinion. 

Anna Doherty is one of the clever American 
girls who have won their way in England anu 
she has firmly establisht herself as a music 
hall favorit by adapting her act to English 
customs Lately she was interviewed at length 
by the Newcastle Chronicle, the result being a 
most complimentary ‘“‘story.’’ deservedly prof 
fered. Incidentally she spells her name as 
Dorothy over here, altho she is one of the 
original Doherty Sisters of American renown. 

Happy Jack Gardner and wife returned June 
14 frem their trip to South Africa. Happ) 
Jack reacht there in time to be in the ‘“‘crum 
ble” of the Palladium. where he was bookt, 
but was cute enuf to get his money in hand be 
fore he sailed from England. Hence he experi 
enced ro losses or discomfits. 

Claude M. Roode has reacht South Africa and 
a letter from him brings tidings of his success 
with his slack-wire turn on the Sydney Hyman 


tour. He writes interestingly of the climate and 
conditions in Johannesburg and elsewhere in the 
Transvall and sent this list of American artists 
playing that section: Juggling McBanns, Ella 
Shields, Leeds and La Mar, Williams and Segal, 
Byers and Hermann, Sam Stern, Mooney and 
Holbein, Carl Demarest, Herbert La Martine and 
Claude M. Roode. Thank you, Mr. Roode. 

George Lashwood was a name good enuf to 
draw this writer to the Bedford, Monday eve- 
ning, June 16. This man of marvelous talent, 
superlativy grave and surpassing showmanship 
lived up to the ideals he estatlisht in this 
writer’s mind while in America. He sang two 
American songs, neither of them worthy of his 
art; but he put them over. It was further 
noted that an English audence thought just a» 
much of him as did the Americans when William 
Morris took him over. Lashwood, by the way, 
was the first act to be signed up by the Unitea 
people when the Morris ‘‘opposition’’ crumbled 

Very interesting it was to note just how 
an English audience took to York and Adams 
and the test was made at the Metropolitan, 
Saturday evening, June 14. They workt exactly 
as we recall them in America, during the first 
part of their act and scored fairly well with 
their “‘Yiddish’’ duolog on general topics. But 
it was not until they turned to ‘‘murdered Eng- 
lish’? in explaining a local subject of wide in 
terest that they came fully into the good graces 
of their audience. Then they jumpt into a 
substantial hit and scored unequivocally. 

Incidental to the Metropolitan bill was the 
Grabam Moffat Co. presenting The Concealea 
Bed. Moffat, be it recalled, wrote When Bunty 
Pulls the Strings, which, incidentaliy, is just 
being revived in a West End theater. The Con 
cealed Bed is one of the most delightful char- 
acter studies this writer ever witnest. Its 
players are Miss Ellis Drake, Anne Frase:, 
George Westland, Jack Fraser and Lillian Urqu 
hart. The scene is located in Glasgow and the 
Scotch dialect flows from the lips of the players 
with the smoothness and fascination of a kit- 
ten’s ‘“‘purr.”’ It is impossible to pre-empt space 
to tell the story, but it can be said that a 
most engaging incident in middle-life is de- 
picted in lines and action with a degree of 
artistic force and interest to make the sketch e 
classic wherever the English language is under- 
stood well enuf to comprehend, at the same 
time, the dialect of the Scot. The comedy is 
irresistable; the situations ludicrous in the ex- 
treme and if America.ever sees these five players 
(if they have not already been there) a royal 
treat is in store,

The repertoire is composed, of course, chiefly 
of melodramas of a strongly patriotic tinge, 
and the management is getting rich, the coun- 
try folk eating up that kind of stuff nowadays. 

France is criss-crossed by canals, so the 
barges have no difficulty whatever in getting 
from town to town. They carry a lighting 
plant of their own,

REVISED SASKATCHEWAN (CAN.) LAW. 


The following is taken from Chapter 26, of the 
revised Saskatchewan (Can.) law, governing cir- 
cuses and traveling shows: 

(a) No circuses, Wild West shows, etc., to 
be exhibited unless owner, proprietor, manager, 
ete., has obtained a license from the provincial 
secretary. 

(b) Every applicant for a license shall make 
and file in the provincial secretary's office, a 
statutory declaration, setting forth the number 
of days the show will exhibit and the localities, 
and for such license shall pay to the secretary 
the sums following for every day upon which the 
show is to be exhibited: For every circus, menag- 
erie, Wild West show, and not more than one 
side-show, if traveling with over 20 cars, $100; 
with 20 cars or less, $50; every other trained 
animal show, $15; for each additional side-show, 
$10; and for every other show such sum as may 
be determined by the provincial secretary for 
every day upon which the show is licensed to 
be exhibited. 

(c) License fee for certain shows to be fixed 
by the provincial secretary; that is, if any 
such show is exhibited as part of an industrial 
exhibition or agricultural fair. The Neense for 
these wil] not exceed those fixed In Section B, 
altho the provincial secretary may have regard 
to any special circumstances of the case, and 
may, if he deem advisable, impose a nomina! fee 

(4) The provincial secretary has the power 
to revoke any license issued under the provisions 
of Section B, if it appears to his satisfaction that 
the show is made the occasion for violation of the 
law, or that gambling or any game of chance 
has been carried on in connection therewith In 
case of the revocation of a license, the amount 
paid for same shal) be refunded to the licensee, 
less the amount paid per day for every day 
during which exhibitions have been given prior 
to the revocation thereof. 

(e) Any person in charge of a show, or the 
owner, proprietor, etc., not holding a license, 
shall incur a penalty of not less than $200, and 
not more than $300 for every day upon which 
such show or any part thereof has been ex- 


(f) No municipality shall issue a 
any show to which Section A applies unt!) the 
‘ant produces a license from the provincial 
‘tary, authorizing the exhibition, and any 
member or officer of the municipa ity whe Is a 
party to the issue of a license in violation of 
the provisions of this section, shall incur a 
penalty of $20. 
(zg) Constables have free access to al) shows 
exhibitions, races, ete., during the hours the 
public are admitted thereto, and any person 
hindering or refusing such free access after any 
such officer has demanded admission and dis- 
played his badge of office, shal] incur a penalty 
not exceeding $100, and not less than $50, or 
in the discretion of the convicting justice or

AMUSEMENTS IN AMERICA. 


Traveling with outdoor amusements in Ameri 
ca is in many ways different than in England. 
There is no road traveling, or very little, as 
the towns are far apart, and the roads so 
bad, that there is no traveling by caravan. 
Those going from town to town by rail most!) 
live in a tent, and they travel north in summer 
and south in winter, as it is too cold to stand 


so 


the winter in the north. The roundabouts are 
made without center truck. and they use n 
other wagens. The organ goes traveling rounc 


on the platform along with the horses, and th» 
engine stands out of the machine altogether. 
In many cases the top tent does not revolve, and 
as a whole they look very freakish. They are 
not very fussy about games of chance, and when 
there is a fair the ground is full of them— 
spinning wheels, dice games, and other similar 
games, mostly workt on top of a orange box 
or a little joint knockt together the best way 
possible, as they as a rule do not carry any 
wooden stall; just a tilt and swag, as some 
times they have 50 miles to travel to a one 
day fair. A large city only sees traveling 
amusements about one day each year, and this 
is mostly a gold mine (the Fourth of July), that 


is as a large fair. The car companies are ver; 
large amusement owners; they build a smal! 
park a five-cent ride from large cities, and they 


are going seven days a week, Sunday being one 


of the busiest days. There is seldom any change 
in the amusements there, just the same year 
after year. There is then the carnival com 


panies. Theg are a combination of amusemenr 
that travel together on one train, and they jotn 
at the expense. They have a agent in advanc: 
just as a circus would. In some American show 
men’s minds outdoor amusements have so far 
been a failure and have not took. There is 
plenty of swag to be got of a good kind, and 
fair cheap. The regular prices got at stali 
and machines is five cents, but my impression is 
that England is still the best.

MOVING PICTURES ABROAD. 


BAVARIA—Under a ministeral order of Jan- 
vary 27, 1912, a board of censorship for motion 
pictures was created for The Kingdom of Ba- 
varia and its wg 4 vested in the Royal 
Police Commission of the city of Munich. 


NUREMBURG—Moving picture exhibitions 
“for men only’ or for ‘‘women only’’ are not 

rmitted. 

Story tellers, reciters, declaimers, and such 
may be employed only with the permission of 
the city magistracy. When they are to take in 
a juvenile exhibition, the consent of the local 
school commission must be obtained in addition. 

Attendance at ordinary cinematograf exhibi- 
tlons is forbidden to children and yeung people 
who bave not completed their sixteenth year. 
The exhibitor as well as his employes are bound 
to refuse such persons admission to the ordinary 
exbititions, and to order them away, whether 
they be accompaned by adults or not. In proper 
places, especially at the box-office and en- 
trances, large placards are to be posted with 
this notice in clearly legible characters: ‘‘Ad- 
mission to ordinary performances is forbidden 
ty the police to young persons who have not 
completed their sixteenth year.” 


Children under school age may not attend 
even the exhibitions ‘‘For the young;"’ other 
ebildren under 10 years of age may attend only 
when accompanied by older persons. 

Exhibitions for the young will be allowed 
by the police only upon special request of the 
exhibitor and in accordance with a program 
presented to and approved by the authorities. 
They shall be designated in the public advertise- 
ments as well as fn clear and visible notices, 
one to be placed at the entrance and one at the 
box office as “Exhibitions for the young,”’ or as 
“Family exh!bitions and for the young, approved 
by the police."’ 

YUCATAN—Consul Wilbur T. Gracey, 
gresso, Yucatan, writes as follows, viz.: 

Moving pictures are very popular with the 
residents of Yucatan, and, in view of the fact 
that theatrical companies seldom visit this part 
of the country, are the principal amusement in 
the theatrical line. There is a large theater 
in Merida, the capital of Yucatan, that is oc- 
cupied ty theatrical companies for only about 
two months in the year; the remaining time 
it is used for motion picture exhibitions. In 
addition, there are several so-called theaters, 
usually consisting of a number of chairs in the 
open patio, or courtyard, of one of the buildings 
about the main plaza of the city. The bull 
ring, when not otherwise in use, also serves for 
the exhibition of films, and all of these places 
are well patronized. 


Exbibitions are divided into tandas. or parts, 
and charges made in some instances for the en- 
tire evening, but more generally for a single 
tanda. The better-class theaters, such as the 
Peon Contreres, mentioned above, charge 75c. 
Mexican (37c. gold) per person for the best 
Geats and $4.50 ($2.25 gold) for boxes seating 
six persons. The open courtyard theaters usu- 
ally charge 10c. Mexican (5c. gold) per tanda; 
when an especially long film !s exposed the price 
is doubled. Exhibitions are given only at night, 
usually beginning at 8.30. The motion picture 
theater open during the day is unknown here. 
The exhibitions usually continue until midnight, 
- are composed of either three or four tan- 

as. 


There is one local firm that tuys films outright 
and rents them to local exhibitors. Another 
firm hanvdles a central agency, renting films 
from other companies and re-renting them local- 
ly. (The addresses of these firms are on file in 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
Washington.) 

CANADA—The erection of a plant in Halifax 
for producing motion picture films has aroused 
the interest of both the owners of playhouses 
and their patrons. Several large buildings are 
near completion near the town limits. 


INDIA—The hour for beginning cinematograf 
performances in Bombay varies, being dictated 
by the length of the feature offered. At the 
five privcipal cinematograf and vaudevil the 
aters there are two programs each evening; the 
frst commences at 6:30 p. m. and the second 
at 10 o'clock. Two of the popular-priced the- 
aters show three programs each evening. All- 
Gim theaters, four in number, offer a continu- 
ous entertainment, commencing at 6:30 p. m. 
and lasting until midnight. Midweek or Sat- 
urday matinees are occasionally given, but the 
managers of all the theaters agree that regular 
afternoon shows would not be popular. 

The standard price for the best seats in the 
Bombay theaters featuring vaudevil and moving 
Picture entertainment is 5 cents, the scale 
gtading down te 17 cents according to location. 
At the purely cinematograf theaters the stand- 
ard price for the best seats is 82 cents and 
grades down as low as 4 cents. 

A rather extraordinary feature of the picture 
theater business here is the amount of adver- 
tising that ts done to attract public attention 
to special films of changes of program. From 
six to eight columns of cinematograf theater 


Pro- 


advertising is carried by the English dally news- 
apers and probably much more by the vernacu- 
ar press. B'llboard and poster advertising in 


the vernacular is also spread thruout the city. 

The principal theaters in Bomtay run about 
5,000 feet of films dally, and the program is 
changed once a week. Most of the pictures 
shown are hired or purchased from the local 
agency of Pathe-Freres. These films are gen- 
erally Pathe’s own production, an American 
agency for junk films would pay in Bombay.

Dear Sir:—I may be late in getting my ad 
into your Summer Season Salutatory issue of 
The Billboard, but my business is slow in some 
ways, up here out of track of civilization, es- 
pecially mail affairs. My cuts have been de- 
layed in being sent from St. Johns, so I am 
sending for foto, and whichever reaches me 
first, I wil] forward to you with copy of ad. 

You inquire how long New Foundland is good 
for. Well, for my frame-up, it has been good 
for the past eight years, almost ten months out 
of the year, and it looks better than ever for 
the future. While there has been a number 
that were short-lived, others have run a year 
or so, and some have given it up altogether. 

In spring, navigation opens about April 7, 
running thru the summer until about the first 
of the year, at which time it closes. The rail- 
road is a narrow-guage affair, passing thru the 
interior, but has quite an up-to-date service, 
usually running freight, express, mail, first 
and second-class passenger cars and caboose al! 
in one train. 

We have been laid over for several weeks at 
a time by snow, but then we resorted to dog- 
sledding, which often proves a more reliable 
conveyance in winter. We can count sixty-two 
ice bergs from here in Dog Bay. We had three 
falls of snow in the month of May and one 
slight fall the first week ia June. Only the 
most rugged people can stand the climate. 

By dint of hustie, perseverance and honest 
endeavor, with a good, clean, bright and varied 
program, changing nightly, on week stands, I 
have built up a reputation that is bringing me 
good results. 

I thank you for your interest, and trust that 
1 have answered it to your entire satisfaction.

BAPTIST MINISTERS IN CONFERENCE. 
SEMBLED IN CHICAGO LAST WEEK. aa 
ENDORSED THE MOVIES. 


Ministers are getting to be almost human. 
Moving picture shows found many champions 
among the Baptist ministers at their meeting 
in the Masonic Temple, Chicago, June 23. 

Rev. 


C, W. Finwall and Rey. tinstaf EF. 
Wallendorf strongly condemned the shows, and 
Rev. Johnston Myers defended them. Several 
other ministers said the shows were all right 


if operated properly. 

In his defense of the shows Dr. Myers, who 
ig pastor of Immanuel Baptist Church, said he 
attended them regularly and averaged visiting 
them twice a week, taking his son aua daugh- 
ter with him, 

“I demand some amusement to make me 
laugh,’ said Dr. Myers, ‘‘and if I do not get 
this it seems that I would blow up. We are 
living in a troubled age. Men and women 
suffer with depression. They need something 
to arouse them and make them cheerful, and 
the moving pictures will afford this relief. We 
are in danger of becoming hypercritical. The 
pageant was excellent and sound. Moving pic- 
tures, if along safe lines, are all right.’ 

Rev. D. T. Denman, of Oak Park Baptist 
Chureh, sa!) the church had always been con- 
fronted with theological questions of social 
natures and that the moving picture show was 
the latest of a long line of such problems. 

“The church is suffering from a drainage of 
its resources,” said Mr. Denman, ‘‘resulting 
in a constant loss of our young people. The 
church can give much time to theological ques 
tions, but seems unable to meet those that are 
draining its resources. 

“Not only our boys and girls like to go to 
moving pictures and shows, but our older mem- 
bers are almost equally enthused with such 
amusement. We are not made of stune, and 
our greatest problem is to know what to do 
with our emotions. We want our boys and girls 
to caper, but we should not allow our neigh- 
bor to provide the room for them to caper in. 
Hence, should the church and minister adopt 
a new attitude and provide this room for their 
capering. 

“The world has come to our doors and, knock- 
ing, says, ‘We want your young people.’ Shall 
we put up a sour face and snarl, or shall we 
co-operate and consent to an agreement whereby 
the best of such amusements will be endorsed 
by us? We do not want to antagonize our 
young people. I do not believe there is much 
wrong in these shows if properly conducted.’’ 

Rev. Dr. M. P. Boynton, of the Lexington 
Avenue Church, said that the problem was one 
of inherent character and should be so de- 
termined. 

“The shows are inherently good or inherently 
bad,’’ Dr Boynton said. ‘‘and at that a perilous 
parallelism is being thrust upon the church. 
The devil is trying to play two tricks by giv 
ing us something that is bad to be made good 
thru righteous surrounding and environment. He 
has fooled the church in the dance and by other 
amusements. 1 believe such amusements as 
billiards, pool, in proper surroundings, are good, 
but al! games wherein chance enters are bad.’’ 

Dr. Smith T. Ford, of the Englewood Bap- 
tist Church, supported the theory of Dr. Boyn- 
ton and said the church had reached the point 
of disconnection between the bad and good 
amusement recreations.

The melody is ragged up 
nicely, and certain words are dwelt upon in a 
way that adds interest to the song. The second 
verse adds very little to what the first has 
expresst, and repeats the sentiment in some 
lines. This would make an acceptable piano- 
logue number: (Jos. W. Stern & Co., pubs.) 


THE PONY EXPRESS—Words by Paul Cun- 
ningham; music by Sam Lamsdale. So many 
rag songs have been built around reminiscent 
themes of scenes none of us ever say that the 
writers should be forgiven for dragging the 
well-nigh extinet (even in memory), pony ex- 
press into song. Tells the story you'd expect to 
find in this kind of a song; of the myriads of 
messages carried via pony express, the wonder- 
ful skill of the rider. As you'd alse anticipate, 
the melody writer improved the opportunity to 
inject a great deal “Giddy-yap,”’ etc., to add 
realistic spice to the general flavoring. This 
song could be used profitably in cabaret work, 
where the audience is very near and not over 
particular. (F. B. Haviland, pub.) 


COME ON TAKE A DIP IN THE OCEAN— 
The conventional summer song, most conven- 
tionally written. This song would not have 
appeared to be in advance of the times had it 
been placed in a catalog popular ten or fifteen 
years ago. The chorus borders on the risque, 
just a trifle, but the whole thing is so written 
that this may be merely a matter of interpreta- 
tion. As is historically true of this kind of a 
summer song, a strict waltz tempo is maintained 
thruout, the lyrics being introduced by the old- 
fashioned beginniing: ‘“‘One round trip to Coney, 
said Mollie Maloney, one Sunday afternoon.”’ 
The second verse is extremely suggestiv, tho 
it ends innocently enuf. (Glenn C. Leap, pub.)

A DRASTIC BILLBOARD ORDINANCE. 


Albany, N. Y., June 30 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Mayor McEwan has given a_ hearing 
on the ordinance of Alderman DeForrest, passed 
by the common council, which imposes a license 
fee of ™ cents a square foot on all tillboards in 
the city of Albany. The ordinance is designed 
to abolish billboards by taxing them out of ex- 
istence. The Fitch Advertising Co.. with 80, 
000 feet of space. will be required to pay a 
license of $40,000 a year. 

The company was represented at the hearing 
by Attorney William E. Fitzsimmons, who de- 
clared the ordinance is unconstitutional in that 
it is confiscatory, takes private property without 
compensation and is class legislation and un 
reasonable. The Woman's Club and many or 
ganizations and property owners were present in 
support of the measure and the principal objec 
tion to the existing billboards was that most of 
them were covered with theatrical lithografs. 
showing ballet dancers and other pictures alleged 
to be immoral and unsightly. 

Mayor McEwan has not indicated whether he 
will sign or veto the ordinance, but it is te 
lieved he will ask that a special meeting of the 
common council be called to ammend the ordi- 
nance by making it take effect May 1, 1914. 
instead of immediately.
